Fort Wayne Radio Club Minutes 
March 15, 2002 


The March 2002 meeting of the Fort Wayne Radio Club com- 
menced at 6:30 p.m. at the Good Shepherd United Methodist 
Church. There were about 30 people present and President 
Tom Baker hosted the meeting. 


There were no minutes from the February meeting as it was a 
joint FWRC/ACARTS get-together held at Turnstone, focus- 
ing on SKYWARM. 


Treasurer Bob Streeter provided a status of club finances as 
follows: As of 15 March 2002 the club had year-to-date in- 
come of $1,495.05 and expenses of $379.05. It had total 
assets of $12,104.55 including the estimated value of club 


property. 


Clint Stedge reported on the goings-on relative to the last 
Foxhunt. The Foxes were Jim, Kim and Clint, KB9’s DOT, 
DOS and LOF and they hid the fox in a clump of bushes on 
the playground of a school out in Harlan. It must have been 
an Artic fox, cause boy, was it cold! None-the-less Wayne, 
KB9OZH, Dave, NOLOV and Carl, NONRO were first to 
hunt the fox down and find it’s lair. They were followed by 
Jim, K9OMA and Al, WB9SSE. 


Steve Nardin reported that this year’s code class has not been 
as successful as last year’s effort judging by attendance (one 
person). There is a real question as to whether we should 
continue to offer it. 


Steve also reported that our involvement in the Anthony 
Wayne Area Council (Boy Scouts) is proceeding as planned. 
We will be setting up two HF stations and a VHF station out 
at the Anthony Wayne Area Council offices in support of the 
“Scout Radio Day” event that will occur on 4 May. This site 
will provide significant exposure of our hobby to area Boy 
Scouts and will communicate with like stations being set up 
by the Kosciusko County Boy Scout group and other area 


groups. 


Tom Baker noted that about 20% of the questionnaires that 
were provided to attendees at the January auction were re- 
turned. The questionnaire inquired about what direction the 
club should proceed in terms of activities, meeting programs, 
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etc. The results of the questionnaire are 
being analyzed and the results will be pub- 
lished in a forthcoming issue of the news- 
letter. 


Al Burke provided a brief status of the Allen 

County Building Code (Antenna Ordinances). The lawyer 
that we had engaged was contacted to find out if anything 
new was happening regarding enactment of the proposed Allen 
County Building Code that has been in the works for about 
two years. The lawyer reported that no apparent progress has 
been made; the entire document has received significant 
pushback from numerous interests (primarily residential and 
commercial builders). The lawyer suggested not to expect 
anything to happen relative to the new code for some time, as 
it is an election year. 


Steve Nardin reported that the cost for the use of the Lodge 
(Friday night) and the Cedar Creek Cabin (Saturday) at the 
Field Day site would be $210.00 based upon his discussions 
with the Limberlost Campsite management. Since that ex- 
penditure requires a vote by club membership a vote to ap- 
prove the expenditure was taken in the affirmative. Thus the 
club will have excellent facilities for Field Day operation and 
for the Hog Roast planned for Saturday evening Field Day 
weekend. 


Clint Stedge proposed that the club organize a Port-a-Pit 
Chicken fund raising event sometime this summer. He was 
asked to develop a plan for the event and discuss the plan in 
detail at the next club meeting. It was noted that Port-a- 
Chicken events are capable of generating significant funds, 
but such an event would also require a significant involve- 
ment from club membership to be successful. 


Carole Burke reported that the FWRC’s support of the 
WEWA-Channel 39 fund-raiser telethon was quite success- 
ful. Several club members manned (and womened) the phone 
bank during a fund-raiser in March and helped raise $6900.00 
for channel 39. 


Tom Baker noted that he had acquired the entertainment for 
the May Banquet. It will be a presentation by Casey Drudge 
on historic Robinson Park (a turn of the century amusement 
park that used to operate north of Fort Wayne. It was a land- 
mark to many Fort Wayne natives). We understand that Mr. 
Drudge’s presentation includes photos of a Radio Club oper- 
ating at the park right after the turn of the century. 


Tom conducted the 50-50 Club raffle. The pot ($18.00) was 
split between the club and winner Larry Temenoff, KB9OS. 


Following the business meeting a presentation on ATV was 
provided by Jim Pliett, K9OMA.

I would like to thank Ed 
LaRocque, who is the Allen County Emergency 
Management, for last month’s program. He 
talked to us about the new 800 MHz radio sys- 
tem that the city and county are using, and how 
it will improve communications between the 
various departments. 


Speaking of radios, the AC-ARTS board is 
aware that there are still some problems with 
our repeaters. The station manager, Doug Jones, 
NONNT, has been trying to fix the problems.

In the 
mean time, please be patient and understanding 
if the repeaters are not in 100% operating con- 
dition. Unless there is an emergency situation, 
DO NOT expect someone to go out to the re- 
peater site in the middle of the night.

DXCC To Accept P5/4L4FN Contacts For 
Credit 


from The ARRL Letter — To great sighs of relief from the 
DX community, the ARRL this week announced that it will 
accept SSB contacts with P5/4L4FN in North Korea for 
DXCC credit. Operator Ed Giorgadze of the Republic of 
Georgia, has been active from the capital city of Pyongyang 
since early last November. Valid SSB contacts from the 
onset of the P5/4L4EN operation last fall now may be sub- 
mitted for DXCC credit.

“The ARRL has now received adequate evidence that the 
operation by Mr. Giorgadze is being conducted with the 
knowledge and approval of telecommunications officials 
in Pyongyang,” said ARRL Membership Services Manager 
Wayne Mills, N7NG. “At the present time, this approval is 
limited to SSB operation.” Giorgadze has been operating

There are different entry categories. You can enter as a 
single operator, as a multi-operator, or as a mobile.

with oral permission from North Korean authorities, but 
Mills said the ARRL is satisfied on the basis of written 
information submitted that the P5/4L4FN operation con- 
forms with DXCC rules and should be accepted for credit. 


Mills cited DXCC Rule 7, which states “Any Amateur Ra- 
dio operation should take place only with the complete ap- 
proval and understanding of appropriate administration of- 
ficials.” The rule continues, “Tn any case, credit will be given 
for contacts where adequate evidence of authorization by 
appropriate authorities exists.” 


Mills said the ARRL Awards Committee met and concurred 
that the operation should be accredited. 


The P5/4L4EN operation is not a DXpedition. Giorgadze 
is employed by the United Nations World Food Program 
and often spends as much as 12 hours a day on the job, 
operating in his off hours.

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I-link Comes To Fort Wayne

I’ve been a licensed amateur for nearly 20 years now. 
I’ve seen lots of technological changes in the world, and 
watched the internet grow from the early text network 
available at only a few schools, to its current global state. 
I’ve also watched the amateur community shun it as a foe 
to our wonderful hobby. Well a few hams have found 
ways to marry our hobby and the Internet in interesting 
and exciting ways. One of these is called I-link. 


Some of you may have heard of a system called IRLP for 
linking up repeaters via the internet. This has been a suc- 
cessful system, allowing repeaters in different geographi- 
cal areas to link their audio via fast internet connections. 
It works very well, but there is no way for Hams to di- 
rectly access these links. A gentleman named Graeme 
Barnes over in the UK decided to write his own linking 
system, and I-link was the result. 


I-link consists of two parts, a client and a sysop version. 
A client runs on an internet connected computer, and is 
able to connect to another client, or a sysop node. The 
connection becomes an audio link, using the computers 
speakers and microphone. Any ham can download the 
client and access I-link nodes, even through a standard 
dial up internet link. 


The sysop program allows a radio or repeater to be con- 
nected through the computer, providing a node for the 
clients to talk through, on the air. A computer, and an 
interface for controlling the radio is all that is required. 
OK, maybe not quite all. A high speed internet connec- 
tion is also required, at least DSL, cable, or even a direct 
T1 feed. 


On March 19th, I put up a node here in Fort Wayne, on 
145.70 MHz simplex. It has been active, with stations 
from all over the globe coming in and calling CQ. Many 
QSO’s have taken place with stations in England, Aus- 
tralia, Korea, Canada, and all across the USA. Everyone 
is welcome to monitor the frequency and answer a CQ or 
two. 


Here is a quick tutorial on interacting with I-link. There 
are a few audio cue’s and announcements the system will 
make to let you know what is going on. When a station 
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you would for any other simplex contact. When you drop 
carrier, the other OP will switch to transmit and answer. 


At the end of the QSO, the remote Op will usually drop is 
connection from the internet, and my node will announce, 
“KB9ORLW I-link node disconnected” to inform you that 
the other party is gone. 


There are also ways of initiating connections over the air, 
to a remote node on the internet. [ll go more into detail 
about that in the next month’s issue, as well as answer 
any questions I have received by then. Below is informa- 
tion to get you started with I-link on the internet. Happy 
linking! 


I-link main web page: http://www.aacnet.net/ Go here to 
download the client software and start linking to other 
nodes around the world. It will validate your callsign 
before allowing you to access the system. There is also a 
link on this page to show you a list of currently active 
nodes, usually about 250 or more at a time.

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FCC Proposes To Strengthen Rules 
Against Repetitive Applications 


from The ARRL Letter — The FCC has proposed chang- 
ing its application rules for all wireless radio services— 
including the Amateur Radio Service—in an effort to ex- 
pand the scope of its current ban on repetitious applica- 
tions. In a Notice of Proposed Rule Making released 
March 20, the FCC seeks to modify §1.937 of its rules to 
prohibit all applications that are “substantially similar” 
to applications denied or dismissed with prejudice within 
the previous 12 months. 


While the proposed rule would apply to the Amateur Ser- 
vice, it would prohibit only a handful of applications filed 
by new and renewing hams. Most dismissed amateur 
applications—such as vanity dismissals—are turned down 
without prejudice because of procedural deficiencies. The 
FCC now allows these applicants to correct the mistakes 
and file again, and it will continue to do so if the pro- 
posed rule change is adopted. 


Current FCC rules already prohibit repetitious applica- 
tions for new stations, modifications of services or facili- 
ties, or for licenses that have been revoked. “Because [the 
current regulations] bar specific types of applications, 
these provisions can be interpreted as permitting the fil- 
ing of other repetitious applications that are not specified 
in the rule,” the FCC said in the NPRM. 


Among the types of applications that are not currently 
listed and specifically barred are renewal applications. 
The FCC cited the pending application of Herbert 
Schoenbohm, ex-K V4FZ, as an example of a repetitious 
application for the same service less than 12 months after 
the final denial of a previous application. 


“Such cases can consume significant resources to re-liti- 
gate identical issues involving the same applicants very 
close in time,” the FCC said. Schoenbohm’s amateur li- 
cense renewal was finally denied in 2000, when the US 
Supreme Court refused to hear the case, and his authority 
to operate expired in January 2001. Last April, 
Schoenbohm applied for a new Amateur Radio license 
and passed the General exam. The FCC now has desig- 
nated that pending application for hearing, to determine, 
in part, if Schoenbohm deserves to be a Commission lic- 
ensee. 


Comments in the proceeding, WT Docket No. 02-87, are 
due 30 days from the publication of the proposed rule in 
the Federal Register, which has not yet occurred. Reply 
comments will be due 45 days after publication.
